Officials told to open Rt 16 


What is usually a rou¬ 
tine annual report to the 
Gallatin County Fiscal 
Court by officials from 
the Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet turned con¬ 
tentious at last Thursday’s 
February meeting. 

Magistrates first heard 
a report about planned 
repairs on the county’s 
rural state roads for the 
coming year. In response 
to a question, Kevin Rust 
from the Transportation 
Cabinet said there were 
no plans to repair a slip 
that had closed a section 
of RT. 16 near Glencoe for 
over a year. That revela¬ 
tion enraged Glencoe City 
Councilman JuJu Sullivan 
(See related story about 
Glencoe City Council on 
page three). 

“Someone is going to 
get killed because of you,” 


Sullivan said. “School bus 
drivers using the Cem¬ 
etery Hill detour can’t see 
when they make the turn 
onto U. S. 127 when it’s 
dark. Our children’s lives 
are at stake and it’s a mat¬ 
ter of time before a bunch 
of kids get killed.” 

Sullivan was not pla¬ 
cated when Rust told him 
the $160,000 needed to 
fix the road wasn’t in the 
Cabinet’s budget for this 
year. 

“This is an outrage,” 
Sullivan said. “You’re 
spending $3.5 million to 
widen a mile of U. S. 35 
for the Kentucky Speed¬ 
way which will be used 
one day a year but you 
can’t spend $160,000 to 
save our children’s lives. 
I worked for the state 
for over 20 years and I 
know how things work in 


Frankfort. That money is 
there, we’re just not going 
to get it for some reason.” 

Glencoe/Veterans Me¬ 
morial Magistrate Dudley 
Gullion was equally dis¬ 
turbed. 

“I was in Frankfort last 
week and was guaran¬ 
teed that road would be 
fixed this spring,” he said. 
“Now, they’re telling us 
there are no plans at all to 
fix it. Someone is lying to 
me and I don’t like it one 
bit.” 

After the discussion, 
the court passed a reso-

Seven enter race 
for U. S. Congress 


Mayor French 
seeks payroll 
tax increase 

Proposal tabled until 
council’s next meeting 


Mayor C.E. French 
proposed a city payroll 
tax increase at Monday’s 
Warsaw City Council 
meeting. The .25 percent 
tax hike would last one 
year and raise money for 
the city’s depleted Gen¬ 
eral Fund. 

Warsaw’s current pay¬ 
roll tax rate (known as 
the Occupational License 
Fee) is one percent on 
every dollar earned in 
the city of Warsaw. The 
proposed rate would be 
1.25 percent and would 
raise an extra $60,000 to 
$80,000 per year accord¬ 
ing to French. 

“We have to catch up 
on the stuff we’ve got¬ 
ten behind on over many 
years,” he said. “Under 
previous mayors every¬ 
body’s dipped into the 
well but I’m not going to 
dip in the well. It has to 
stop now.” 

French said he’s cut the 
city budget as much as 
possible but it’s still not 
enough to meet the city’s 
financial obligations. 

“I’ve cut everything 
I can find but now I’ve 
run out of options,” he 
said. “If you see anything 
else to cut, please let me 
know.” 

Last month, council 
raised water and sewer 


fees in a close vote with 
French breaking a tie. At 
Monday’s meeting, coun- 
cilmen Nelson Brown and 
Jamie Gould balked at the 
new tax-hike proposal. 

“I think we should wait 
till the end of this year to 
see how our budget does,” 
said Brown. “I don’t see 
how you can ask us to 
raise taxes now.” 

“The original one per¬ 
cent tax was supposed to 
furnish 24/7 police pro¬ 
tection and we’ve never 
had that,” said Gould. “If 
that one percent didn’t do 
what it was supposed to, I 
don’t see how we can ask 
the people to pay more 
taxes. I’m against it.” 

Warsaw council has 
been wrestling with the 
city’s budget since ac¬ 
countant Jeff Woods de¬ 
livered a bleak financial 
report last November. 
He said the city’s Gen¬ 
eral Fund operated at a 
$195,000 deficit last year 
and Warsaw could not 
continue at that rate. 

After further discus¬ 
sion, council tabled May¬ 
or French’s new tax-hike 
proposal to consider it fur¬ 
ther before next month’s 
meeting.

Legislature has failed people with redistricting fiasco 


The redistricting fiasco in 
Frankfort has shown the Ken¬ 
tucky General Assembly at its 
worst. Here are chapter, verse and 
remedy: 

It lets problems fester and ex¬ 
plode. The legislature has known 
for more than a decade that the 
largely court-written rules for 
drawing its districts conflict in a 
way that requires too much split¬ 
ting of medium-sized counties 
among districts, but it has taken 
no action to solve the problem. 

It plays the game by its own 
rules. This year, House Demo¬ 
crats ignored the state constitution 
and case law and split too many 
counties. Senate Republicans 
went so far in punishing their least 
favorite Democrat that her district 
would be virtually unrepresented 
for two years. A judge threw out 
the bill and said it would be bet¬ 
ter to use the old districts despite 
their unbalanced populations. 

Partisanship reigns. After the 
ruling, most legislators seemed 
to prefer running in their old dis¬ 
tricts, but leaders of the majorities 
in each chamber appealed, know¬ 
ing the old lines would make it 
easier for them to maintain or in¬ 
crease their numerical advantages 
in this year’s elections. 

Self-interest trumps public 
interest. The political, legisla¬ 
tive and legal wrangling over 
redistricting has largely brought 
to a standstill the business of the 
people in this legislative session, 
because legislators long ago set a 
ridiculously early filing deadline 
in order to discourage and gauge 
electoral opponents. 

The calculating and craven 
set the agenda. The chances that 
any one legislator will be defeat¬ 
ed because of a vote on a bill are 
pretty small, but lawmakers play 
percentages and do nothing of 
substance until the filing deadline 


passes. A third of the 60-day, even- 
year session is wasted, costing us 
about $60,000 a day, or more than 
$1 million. The legislature has many 
fine people, but too often yields to 
the lowest common denominator. 

So, how did we come to this 
pass, and how do we get out of it? 
The filing deadline is 119 days be¬ 
fore the primary election. Early fil¬ 
ing deadlines discourage opposition 
to incumbents. So do extra campaign 
costs that are one result of the bizarre 
districts that have resulted from state 
Supreme Court decisions in the 
1990s. 

Legislators might prefer to let 
the court do the hard work of figur¬ 
ing out better rules, but any judicial 
modification of the county-integrity 
rule would be arbitrary and section 
2 of the constitution says, “Absolute 
and arbitrary power over the lives, 
liberty and property of freemen ex¬ 
ists nowhere in a republic.” Our lib¬ 
erties include the right to vote and be 
represented. So, the better route is a 
constitutional amendment. 

If the legislature were to offer vot¬ 
ers an amendment after this year’s 
fiasco, they might see it as self-serv¬ 


ing and reject it. So it should also 
authorize a nonpartisan panel that 
would draw the lines, as is done in 
13 states, and submit the bill to up- 
or-down votes without amendment. 
The panel could use online technol¬ 
ogy to let the public suggest district 
lines, as some states have done with 
success. 

Yes, it’s a stretch to think lawmak¬ 
ers would give up most of the power 
to draw their districts, and House 
Speaker Greg Stumbo scoffed at the 
idea when I advanced it to him. But 
the new system could be made effec¬ 
tive after the 2020 census to make it 
more palatable to current legislators, 
many of whom will have retired by 
2022. The longer they wait, the more 
that factor would fade. 

The bottom line is the legislator 
has proved itself unqualified to re¬ 
district without help. Let’s open it 
up to the people. They are supposed 
to choose their representatives. In 
too many cases now, representatives 
choose their people.

Glencoe City Council¬ 
man JuJu Sullivan said 
at Monday’s meeting 
that State Transportation 
Cabinet engineer Kevin 
Rush was not encourag¬ 
ing when Sullivan re¬ 
cently asked him about 
re-opening Highway 16 
from U. S. 127 in Glencoe 
to Cemetery Hill Road. 
This section of road was 
closed early last year after 
heavy rains caused a ma¬ 
jor slip on the steep road 
surface. 

The road closure forces 
traffic on Highway 16 go¬ 
ing to and from Glencoe 
to use Cemetery Hill Road 
to its intersection with 
U.S. 127. When making 
a left turn from Cemetery 
onto 127, drivers have a 
difficult time seeing to the 
left due to the angle of the 
intersection at the crest of 
a hill. Additionally, large 
trucks and school buses 
often don’t have enough 
room to make the turn 
without backing up in the 
middle of it. 

The school bus prob¬ 
lem makes city officials 
nervous. Nevertheless, the 
State Highway Depart¬ 
ment has no plans to re¬ 
pair the road, which would 
cost about $160,000. 

“It’s a matter of time 
before we have a seri¬ 
ous accident and injuries 
involving our children”, 
said Sullivan. Mayor Jim 
Nantz agreed and ex¬ 
pressed his frustration 
over the situation. 

In other Glencoe Coun¬ 
cil news: 

•Council voted 3-1 
(members Leeza Nantz 
and Julia Proctor were 
absent) to spend an ad¬ 
ditional $850 on top of 


the $4,500 that’s already 
been allocated for drain¬ 
age, grading and repair 
work for the city shelter. 
The added cost is neces¬ 
sary to prevent damage 
to the shelter from water 
runoff. Council member 
Charlotte Adams voted 
against the additional re¬ 
pair work, saying, “There 
are other projects in town 
that need to be done, we 
have an awful lot of mon¬ 
ey tied up with this job.” 

•Glencoe resident Jim 
Edmondson complained 
to council about his ag¬ 
ricultural property being 
taxed by the city. He said 
the property he bought 30 
years ago was annexed 
after the sale and no ease¬ 
ments were ever granted 
to permit two sewer lines 
to cross the property. 

He told council no 
other municipal services 
exist on the land, the city 
does not maintain an ex¬ 
isting street adjacent to 
the land, and when equip¬ 
ment was stolen from the 
property a couple of years 
ago, police never came to 
investigate after he filed a 
report. He has refused to 
pay taxes during the past 
three years but did bring 
them current this year. 

Council member Rick 
Dunaway said he would 
ask the sewer board to 
investigate records to de¬ 
termine if easements were 
properly granted. Mayor 
Nantz also told council he 
would speak with the PVA 
office to see what could 
be done. 

•Glencoe Frontier Days 
is tentatively planned for 
August 24-26 and will 
feature a major car show. 
Sponsors and funding are 
being sought. Details will 
be forthcoming.

What’s all the 
fuss about salt? 

Would you believe that 
bread and rolls are the 
number 1 source of salt 
in the American diet? 
Consider that breads and 
rolls aren’t really saltier 
than many other foods, 
but people tend to eat a 
lot of them. You may have 
heard about this surpris¬ 
ing finding from a govern¬ 
ment report released last 
week. The list compiled 
by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) includes a list of 
the top 10 sources of sodi¬ 
um. Salty snacks actually 
came in at the bottom of 
the list. Again, you have 
to consider how much 
bread you eat in compari¬ 
son to salty snacks, such 
as potato chips. 

Salt is the main source 
of sodium for most 
people, and sodium in¬ 
creases the risk of high 
blood pressure, a major 
cause of heart disease and 
stroke. We all know that 


most of us get too much 
salt/sodium, mostly from 
processed and restaurant 
foods — not added from 
the salt shaker. 

It’s possible to eat a 
whole bunch of sodium 
without it seeming to 
taste salty. According to 
the CDC, breads and rolls 
account for about 7% of 
the salt that the average 
American eats in a day. 
Next on the list: cold cuts 
and cured meats; pizza; 
fresh and processed poul¬ 
try (chicken and turkey); 
soups; fast-food hamburg¬ 
ers; fast-food sandwiches; 
and cheese. Rounding out 
the list — and accounting 
for about 3% each — are 
spaghetti and other pasta 
dishes; meatloaf and other 
meat casserole dishes; and 
snacks like potato chips 
and pretzels. 

Health officials say no 
one should eat more than 
2,300 milligrams of so¬ 
dium a day, equal to about 
a teaspoon of salt.

should eat even less. But 
the average sodium con¬ 
sumption in the U.S. is 
around 3,300 milligrams, 
the CDC study found. 
Only 1 in 10 Americans 
meet the teaspoon guide¬ 
line. 

The amount of sodium 
in food types can vary. 
For example, a slice of 
white bread can have be¬ 
tween 80 and 230 mil¬ 
ligrams of sodium. One 
cup of canned chicken 
noodle soup has between 
100 and 940 milligrams. 
And 3 ounces of luncheon 
meat has between 450 and 
1,050 milligrams. 

The new CDC report is 
based on surveys of more 
than 7,200 people in 2007 
and 2008, including near¬ 
ly 3,000 children. Par¬ 
ticipants were surveyed 
twice, each time answer¬ 
ing detailed questions 
about what they had eaten 
over the previous day. 
Researchers then broke 
down what they ate into 
categories, and assigned 
sodium amounts. 

Your mother was right 
when she told you to eat 
your fruits and vegetables. 
I bet your mother also told 
you to eat smaller portions 
and slow down when you 
eat. Now she’s probably 
telling you don’t salt your 
food at the table and to 
read the label in order to 
reduce the amount of salt 
in your diet. Scientists 
today are backing mom 
up.. .maybe we should lis¬ 
ten to her and follow her 
advice!
